The United States is now six 
weeks into the Persian Gulf 
Crisis. Ultimatums have been 
issued, and threats have been 
made. It has hit our pocket- 
books and affected our homes. 

Audrey Cunico, public rela¬ 
tions major, knows this all too 
well. Aside from being a full¬ 
time student, she is also the 
mother of three children and the 
wife of Air Force Captain 
Stephen Cunico who is present¬ 
ly serving in the Middle East. 

She. too, serves in the mili¬ 
tary as an Air Force Reservist 
and may be called to action at 
any time. 

"You never expect this,” she 
said. Cunico was active duty in

the Air Force for eight years 
before she retired and joined the 
Medical Reserve Unit at 
Barksdale Air Force Base. 

“It’s hard to get serious 
about your studies,” she said, 
referring to the effect the crisis 
has had on her home life. “My 
kids call CNN ‘Mom's chan¬ 
nel.’” 

Recent reports indicate that 
President Bush plans to call up 
as many as 80,000 reserves and 
National Guard members 
nationwide to support defense 
measures in Saudi Arabia. 

This could have a dramatic 
impact on LSUS enrollment. 
According to Ed Chase, director 
of financial aid, between 70 and 
80 members of the National 
Guard attend the University 
each semester. 


Guard member Scott Irelan 
said waiting to sec whether or 
not he will have to go is the 
hardest part. Irelan is a member 
of the 527th Engineer Batalian, 
Company C, located in Minden. 
La. 

Though none of the guard 
members interviewed have been 
placed on alert, they have been 
instructed to get in order any 
financial matters they may 
have, including having wills 
prepared. 

According to a recent report 
in The Times, the Louisiana 
National Guard's 11-member 
1090th Transportation 

Detachment is the only guard 
unit in the state to be called to 
active duty so far. 


Greek opinions vary 
about Delta Beta Rho

Delta Beta Rho and Greeks Is 
There a Difference? 

Delta Beta Rho members and 
Greek members all agree that 
there is a big difference between 
the two organizations. 

Delta Beta Rho was estab¬ 
lished in the summer of 1989 
when Tri Delta lost their charter 
at LSUS. 

“When Tri Delta closed, I still 
wanted to be involved,” said 
Leslee Hooper, secretary/treasur¬ 
er of Delta Beta Rho. 

“Delta Beta Rho is a local 
club completely controlled by its 
members,” said Kurt Rensink, 
IFC advisor and Delta Bela Rho 
advisor. 

On the other hand, “Greeks 
have a national system behind 
them,” Trish Fanner of Phi Mu 
said. “The advantage of being a 
Greek is it doesn't end with col¬ 
lege life.” 

“We have brothers every¬ 


where,” said Pat Oathout of Phi 
Delta Theta. “Delta Bela Rho is 
one isolated group.” 

Although the groups differ in 
national support, local support is 
similar. “There is nothing Delta 
Beta Rho can offer that Greeks 
don't have,” said Brian Huckaby 
of Kappa Sigma and IFC presi¬ 
dent. 

However, according to John 
Bridges of Delta Beta Rho, “We 
[Delta Bela Rho] pick up people 
who have already made up their 
mind not to be Greek or feel it’s 
too late to become Greek. 
Greeks already have full agendas, 
and we don’t try to steer them 
away from that Being in both is 
hard.” 

Although belonging to both 
Delta Beta Rho and the Greek 
system may pose difficulties. 
Farmer of Phi Mu thinks that it is 
a good idea. “I think Greeks 
should belong to Delta Beta 
Rho,” Farmer said. 

Accordingly, Barry 
Montgomery of Phi Delta Theta 
and student government president 
said Greeks in Delta Beta Rho 


would help cease competition 
between the two groups during 
membership recruitments. 

Even so, Huckaby of Kappa 
Sigma, said that the Greeks and 
Delta Beta Rho need to be com¬ 
pletely separate. Although 
Kappa Sigma previously had par¬ 
ties with Delta Beta Rho, he said 
that this will end because the par¬ 
ties discourage people from join¬ 
ing the Greek system. 

“I think Greeks are focusing 
on Della Beta Rho for the reason 
of their being unsuccessful, but 
that’s a mistake,” said Rensink, 
IFC advisor and Delta Beta Rho 
advisor. 

Rensink said that Delta Beta 
Rho may do things that are simi¬ 
lar to Greeks, but so do other 
organizations on campus. “No 
two student organizations are 
completely different,” said 
Rensink. 

Differences do exist between 
Delta Beta Rho and Greeks, 
but—according to Christine 
Bryson, Delta Beta Rho social 
chairman.

1967 was a year of many significant events in American history, 
the second phase erf the space program, Apollo, began its efforts to 
reach the moon; the fust heart transplant was performed by Dr. C. 
Barnard; the Beatles released their SgL Pepper’s album; and Green 
Bay beat Kansas City to win Super Bowl i. 

On a much smaller scale, Shreveport was experiencing its 
own significant event in the form of education. Twenty-three 
years ago today, LSUS opened for business, offering instruction in 
basic freshman courses to anyone who would attend. 

What had once been a desolate cotton field became home to a 
new type of growth industry. No longer did local residents have to 
leave tbe city to get a decent education. 

But just as LSUS faces many problems now, so—too—did it 
face trials back then, not the least of which was funding.

While the state legislature busies itself with such important mat¬ 
ters as record labeling and setting bounties on flag burners, LSUS 
has had to shift its money problems onto the backs of students, 
meaning that we now must dig a little deeper to pay the all-mighty 
fee bill. 

Although the University still has many miles to travel before 
these problems are solved, there does seem to be a ray of hope 
breaking through the gloom. 

The campus now has varsity sports and recently enjoyed its first 
win, which has caused local media to give us more air time. 

Also, having a new library on campus may soon become reality. 
If funding is approved, Shreveport businessman J. S. Noel has 
promised to donate a priceless collection of books to the facility, 
making LSUS the envy of many other state college libraries. 

These bright spots can help pull LSUS from its monetary dol¬ 
drums. The politicans in Baton Rouge may continue to drag their 
feet, but at least they’re finding out that LSUS isn’t sitting idle but 
is planning to be around for another 23 years.

Frats small but 


The lead which appeared in 
your September 14 issue, 
“Fraternities and Sororities: 
Not A Rush to Join!!” seemed 
to be grounded in good inten¬ 
tions. The feature did touch on 
the crucial role rush plays in the 
ongoing existence of fraterni¬ 
ties. It also reflected our Greek 
organizations’eoneem when the 
pool from which to recruit new 
members shows signs of dimin¬ 
ishing. However, the article 
seems to me to be excessively 
negativistic in its evaluation of 
this year’s fall fraternity rush. 

Declines in overall rush 
interest are nothing new to ihe 
fraternity system. Such drops 
in recruitment are typically- 
wide-spread and usually the 
result of innumberable econom¬ 
ic, social, a publicity-related 
factors. Even Greek power¬ 
houses such as Baton Rouge are 
experiencing falls in their rush 
numbers this year. Such trends 


are simply more noticeably fell 
at a small, public, commuter 
school such as LSUS where 
conditions are not as amicable 
to the development of a Greek 
system. 

Numbers, however, are not 
everything. When my brothers 
and I assess our performance in 
rush this year, we do not view 
the outcome as a “few less guys 
than last year.” The men we 
pledged were not “picked up” 
because we needed their money 
or their names on our roster. 
They were pledged because 
they are good people, ones we 
feel we can trust and depend on 
to make a commitment to our 
Order. I am certain that other 
Greeks think the same why we 
do. 

When one discusses fraterni¬ 
ties, a singular legacy of Greek 
institutions must be empha¬ 
sized: their longevity. Our fra¬ 
ternity began with a handful of 


proud 

men and expanded to include 
chapters across the entire 
United States. Our fraternity 
has survived a depression and 
two world wars. For over a 
century, fraternities in general 
have grown, adapted, and 
adjusted to the times and still 
maintained a timeless tradition 
that is always in demand: peo¬ 
ple who live, work, and cooper¬ 
ate together for the good of 
their brotherhood. 

LSUS, small commuter cam¬ 
pus that it is, is no different. 
Yes, the participation in rush 
this year was lower than last 
year. It is true that less people 
pledged fraternities at LSUS 
than in the preceding fall. But 
we are here; we arc as strong as 
ever, and we’re not complain¬ 
ing at all.

A dark cloud is on ihe 
horizon; election day is only 
a few weeks away. Record 
temperatures and campaign 
speeches heat the last days of 
summer. 

The Oct. 6 election seems 
to monopolize many conver¬ 
sations these days. The 
mayor’s race alone has 12 
hopefuls running for office. 
With so many candidates on 
the ballot, for whom do you 
vote? 

Also, you might say, 
"Why bother?” The answer 
lies in our history. The 
founders of this country 
wrote an imperfect constitu¬ 
tion; only a select few could 
vote, but it was a great start. 
Amendments to the 
Constitution gave all citizens 
over the age of 18 the privi¬ 
lege to cast a ballot. 

Although certain charac¬ 


teristics such as sex. race, 
religion, and education help 
to determine the way people 
vote, race is the most reliable 
predictor of voter choice. 
Religion is almost equal to 
race in predictability, fol¬ 
lowed by education. 

Furthermore, voters rely 
less on political parties to 
pick their candidate and 
more on personal judgement. 

Considering it took nearly 
200 years for some of us to 
have the opportunity to vote, 
you would think more citi¬ 
zens would participate. Not 
so. 

In the United States presi¬ 
dential election of 1988, 
slightly more than SO percent 
of the registered voters 
voted, a rate far lower than 
those of other industrial 
democracies. This low 
turnout should be a source of 


embarrassment to our coun¬ 
try and to all elected offi¬ 
cials. 

One of the main reasons 
that people in the United 
States don’t vote is that they 
have not registered. 
According to a 1984 Gallup 
poll, 31 percent of those who 
did not vote had never regis¬ 
tered. 

Many Americans don't 
exercise one of their basic 
freedoms. If you have never 
voted, register. If you are 
registered, VOTE. 

Hot days and hot cam¬ 
paign speeches may make 
the election process and can¬ 
didate selection seem diffi¬ 
cult. Just remember, it's 
your right and your privilege 
to have a voice in the politi¬ 
cal process; it’s your duty to 
yourself and your country to 
vote.

Chris Bianca, junior public 
relations major and the team's 
number one player, took individ¬

Tun Ledford, also of LSUS, 
finished second overall with a 


final score of 80. 

The Grambling team, lead by 
Steve Stroud of Chandler, 
Arizona, played poorly through¬ 
out the tournament. Stroud, who 
finished with 88 for the day, said, 
“Some of the other golfers said 
the course was tough, and we 
knew LSUS would be tough to 
beat because they are playing at 
home on their own golf course.” 

Grambling also played the 
tournament without a coach. The 
team's coach quit earlier in the 
year and no replacement has been 
found. 

Reginald Harper of Grambling 
said that the absence of a coach 
was “definitely a drawback”, but 
he added that the team simply 
didn’t play well. 


“LSUS deserved to win; they 
just played better,” Harper said. 

Although the LSUS team was 
happy with the win, they did find 
room for improvement Stevens 
said he was thrilled with the win 
and proudfor the school, but that 
the team would have to shoot bet¬ 
ter to win again. 

Stevens added that the season 
is still young and although the 
team is not playing to its poten¬ 
tial, he feels they will be very 
competitive in future tourna¬ 
ments. 

“I think if we can shoot below 
300 as a team, we can compete 
with almost anyone,” Stevens 
said. 

Bianca was just happy that the 
team won. "Wc didn’t play well, 
but I’ll take it.”

Delta Beta Rho 
granted reprieve
